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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
First the applicant applicant states that they do not understand why the Final Office Action refers to MPEP section 2144.04(11). Section 
2144.04(11) is referred to show that even though Gelvin routes messages to more than two subnetworks, it is obvious to assume that 
Gelvin can route between only two subnetworks. Is that applicant suggesting that because Gelvin can route between more than two 
subnetworks, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to route between only two subnetworks? Such a suggestion is not 
reasonable. Claim 8 is literally broad enough to read on any software gateway since a gateway, by definition, converts from one format to 
another. With respect to the arguments about modular software gateways, the Examiner maintains that the mapping cited in the office 
action is correct. The applicant's claimed gateway unit is reasonably interpretted as the IP router of Gelvin because as claimed the 
gateway peforms identical functions. The gateway disclosed by Gelvin has "modular software gateways" otherwise it would not be able to 
translate from the various protocols of each subnetwork. The applicant discloses nothing more than what is claimed so even if Gelvin 
were not applied the applicant's invention would still not be patentable because all the applicant is doing is combining multiple software 
gateways together. The applicant discloses no specifics on how this is done so it can only be assumed that the details of combining 
software gateways are obvious. If such details were not obvious then the applicant would not have complied with the enablement 
requirement
